Pittsbu rgh, March 15 (/P)—The 
swirling Allegheny and Monon­ 
gahela riv ers continu ed to rise 
today after reaching 3.7 feet 
abov e flood stage and doing 
damage at Pittsbu rgh estimated 
at $300.000. 
Continu ed heav y rains throu gh­ 
ou t the watershed were rep ort­ 
ed by the weather bu reau . 
With a nu mber of boats su nk 
or ru n away , riv ermen work ed 
throu ghou t the night seek ing 
craft torn loose from moorings 
by the swift waters. 
Many cellars in 
the lower 
bu siness district were flooded by 
water back ed u p throu gh the 
sewers. 
The entire fleet of the Iron 
City Sand and Grav el comp any , 
v alu ed at abou t $100,000 brok e 
loose from its landing in the 
Monongahela 
and 
was 
swep t 
ov er a dam. It consisted of 14 
barges and six powered craft. 
Heav y v essels damaged sev eral 
bridge piers. 
At 4:30 a. m., the riv er stage 
at “the p oint,” where the Alle­ 
gheny and Monongahela join to 
form the Ohio riv er, was 28.9 
feet. It was the first time since 
1929 that the streams had risen 
abov e 25 feet.

- A n\ade March tornado lashed 
the Tennessee-Kentucky border 
from the Mississippi to the Cum- 
berlands last night and left be­ 
hind it 30 known dead, more 
than 200 injured and property 
damage estimated abov e $1,000,- 
000. 
The twister struck early in the 
night after preliminary blows at 
the Arkansas and Missouri side 
of the Mississippi and mowed a 
path of destruction from the 
v alley to the mountains through 
Nashv ille, Harrogate, J ellico and 
Kingsport, Tenn., touching many 
small v illages on the way . 
Throughout 
the 
night 
and 
early today , the list of dead and 
injured grew as reports trickled 
in from the rural communities 
ov er 
crippled 
communication 
lines. 
Nashv ille, a city of more than 
150,000 and the Tennessee cap­ 
ital, felt the full force of the 
storm 
as 
the 
driv ing 
winds 
dipped ov er a fringe of hills and 
cut across the eastern portion 
of the community , bowling ov er 
houses, damaging buildings, up­ 
rooting trees and littering the 
streets with debris. 
At least 
eight were killed here.

snapped out as power lines fell. 
Ambulances drov e through un­ 
certain streets to take some 100 
or more injured to hospitals 
where phy sicians had to work 
for a time with improv ised il­ 
lumination.

tions and $10,000 damages. 
A change of v enue from the 
county was requested by the de­ 
fendant in the case of A. R. Mc-

Bridgman, on note for $4 01.82. 
The 
defendant 
asked 
for a 
change of judge in the replev in 
case of Central Fuel company 
against Charles Young, et. al. 
The plaintiff has filed a mo­ 
tion for a new trial in the case 
of Chauncey W. Duncan against 
Oakley Sampson, on account for 
$17 5. 
The court recently gav e 
judgment for the defendant in 
this case. 
Through a written agreement 
by both parties, the replev in
